failed TO CORROBORATE JONES. 

Witnesses Contradict Statements 
|Made by Defendant. 

The examination of George YV. C. 
•tones, charged with the murder of Mrs. 
Elizabeth Bramlrnp, was held before 
.tustice Hannon, at Butchers’ Hall, in 
tliis town on Tuesday the 3d and Thurs¬ 
day the 5th days of July. 

Hie testimony was substantially the 
same as brought out at the inquest. 
The material facts as shown by the tes¬ 
timony are as follows: 

Mrs. Brandrup’s body was found 
in a waste room at the rear of the 
I’d floor of the Linden hotel about 8 
o’clock of Friday evening, June 22,fully 
dressed, with every indication of a vio¬ 
lent death. The marks of the strang¬ 
ler's lingers were to be seen plainly on 
either side of the dead woman’s throat, 
and her face was covered with blood 
from a wound on the forehead just 
above the left eye. 

Mrs. Brandrnp often called at the 
Linden hotel to see her daughters Mary 
and Elizabeth McDonald who have been 
employed in the hotel for some years. 
The body was found bv Lizzie, the 
younger of the two sisters. The room 
adjoining the waste room in which the 
body was found is occupied bv Geo. \V. 
0. Jones', a native llawaian, who has 
been for some time a regular boarder 
and lodger at the Linden. In Jones’ 
room was found tile bat worn by Mis. 
Brandrnp. Blood was found on the pil¬ 
low case and on the sheet of the bed in 
Jones’room. About 11:40 Lizzie Mc¬ 
Donald passed the door of Jones’room 
and thought she heard tier mother’s 
voice. About noon Elise V’andenbos, 
whoeleans up the moms and makes up 
the beds, went to Jones’ room and open¬ 
ing the door saw t tie torm of some per¬ 
son on Jones’ bed and shutting the door 
quickly found it immediately opened a 
tew inches bv Jon.es, who said to her 
not to mind bis room, that lie would lix 
it up himself, Mary McDonald passed 
through the hail at this particular time 
and saw Jones’ face in the door and 
heard him say "l will fix it myself."J 
About 1 p. in. Lizzie McDonald was 
again passing the door of Jones’ room 
and just beyond the door of the room, 
in flic rear door of the ball, met Jones 
batless and coatless, who with staring 
eyes said : “What time is it ?” and was 
answered, “It is 1 :30 o’clock.” 

Against this chain of circumstantial 
evidence Jones enters a rambling state¬ 
ment made under oath, which is simply 
a contradiction of the witnesses lor the 
prosecution. 

Jones was ably defended by Mr. Harry 
E. Styles, who w as called into tin- case at 
the last moment without any op|ortu- 
nitv for nrepayatiou. 

The examination in the case of Geo. 

W. C. Jones, charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Elizabeth Brandrnp, was not com¬ 
pleted on Thursday but was continued 
over to Friday. The witnesses called 
by defendant have for the most part 
failed to corroborate bun in an v material 
point, and in several instances have 
contradicted the testimony given by the 
defendant. 

“I have bad some time to consider 
this case. 1 do not believe all the wit¬ 
nesses for tin* prosecution have been 
mistaken in their testimony. While I 
do not want to do the defendant an in- 
justice, I cannot bring myself to believe 
bis testimony is true. Therefore I order 
the defendant, George Jones, held for 
trial for the crime of murder in the Su¬ 
perior Court without bail.” 

With these words Justice of the Peace 
J. Hannon yesterday decided that George 
('. Jones, the Kanaka, charged with the 
murder of Mrs. Elizabeth Brandrnp, 
must be tried for his life before a jury. 

Later Jones was removed from Baden, 
where the preliminary hearing was 
held, to the county jtiil at Redwood 
City, where he will he confined until 
his trial.
